change control and painted a dark 
picture of France’s future if ex- 
treme Leftists pushed through 
such a measure. 

The fate of the government 
wavered back and forth as the 
Premier in his third speech to the 
chamber told the Communists to 
vote as they pleased. 


Speech Angers Deputies. 

He angered not only Commu- 
nists, who belong to one of the 
three parties which supported the 
people’s front cabinet, but many 
Socialists. 

Communists asked for freedom 
from the people’s front solidarity, 
indicating they would abstain from 
voting confidence in- the govern- 
ment. 

The premier turned to them 
during his speech and declared: 

“T give you your liberty.” 

Socialists retired for another 
meeting to decide whether to sup- 
port the government, and reports 
again were rife in the chamber 
corridors the Socialist minister 
might resign. 

The premier, as before, called on 
the chamber of. deputies for a 


, vote of confidence. on his, program 


for social peace, freedom of the 
exchanges and budgetary equili- 
brium, after failing in a three-hour 
session of the cabinet to patch up 
ministerial differences. 

Radical Socialists and Socialists 
form the cabinet, while Commu- 
nists support the government in 
parliament. 

Deputies said the differences 
within the people’s front were that 
Socialists and Communists wanted 
exchange control und no stern ac- 
tion against. strikes, while radical 
Socialists backed the premier in 
seeking action to end strikes and 
in opposition to exchange control. 

The opposition declared in the 
chamber’ lobbies that Chautemps 
and his ministers had resolved to

Communists Start Bolt. 

The Communist party’s execu- 
tive committee. announced the 
party “cannot admit constitution 
of a government including men 
or parties” not belonging to the 
people’s front. 

In the meantime Jacques Dyc- 
los, a Communist whose failure to 
win re-election on the first round 
as ohe of the chamber’s six vice 
presidents angered Comununists, 
won a spécial election. 

The premier in seeking a vote 
of confidence attributed weakness 
of the franc to strife between 
workers and employers and de- 
clared it had no justification in 
France’s financial positicn. 

The france dropped in the day’s 
trading, closing at 29.93 to the dol- 
lar, against Wednesday’s closing 
of 29.5375, and at 149.50 to the 
pound sterling, against Wednes- 
day’s closing of 147.63. 

The drop continued in unoffi- 
cial trading after the Bourse clos- 
ed, reaching 30.20 to the dollar 
and 151.00 to the pound. 

It was reported in chamber lob- 
bies the government had asked 
Washington and London wheffier 
they would consider closing of the 
Paris bourse for a brief period in 
contravention of the 1936 tripar- 
tite monetary aceord. 


New Strike Called. 


Five hundred workers occupied 
an artificial silk factory near Vale 
enciennes in a new strike involv- 
ing 1,100 employes. 

The chamber adjourned after 
Chautemp’s appeal for a vote of 
confidence but the session was re- 
opened at 11:10 p. m. (5:10 p. m. 
Thursday, Atlanta time). 

In his earlier speech to the dep- 
uties, the premier appealed to 
workers to honor their contracts 
with employers and to refrain 
from all forms of violence. 

He then warned: “If certain men 
do not listen to my appeal, and try 
to oppose the law, the law will 
strike them.” 

He said he was confident he 
would succeed in drawing up a 
code for social peace, designed to 
establish order 

When the chamber session was 
resumed, Chautemps took the tri- 
bune again and told the deputies 
he had no desire to start a political 
debate but was anxious only to 
unite both the left and right in de- 
fense of the franc and social peace. 

He said he wanted to be in com- 
plete accord with workers but was 
determined to maintain order. He 
declared again he favored freedom 
of the exchanges.

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AN INDICTMENT OF GEORGIA 
Few documents dealing with conditions ex- 
isting in Georgia within the memory of the 
- present generation have voiced such a shame- 
ful indictment of a so-called civilized state as 
‘the letter to the Governor from’ Arthur Lucas, 
‘chairman of the State Board of Public Wel- 
fgre, describing conditions at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. | 

A heart-rending story of distress resulting 
from improper care of the mentally ill is told 
in that letter. Yet highest praise is given to 
the staff of the hospital. It is not the fault 
of the medical staff or attendants that Geor- 
gia’s mentally diseased are exposed to shock- 

‘ing conditions. The blame lies with the state 

for having failed to provide decent, safe and 
‘proper housing for these unfortunates. The 
staff, admittedly, is doing all it can with the 
equipment provided. 

There are buildings in imminent danger of 
collapse, so rotten are the walls and supports. 

There are buildings that are but tinder fire 
. traps, waiting for the first stray spark to start 
*a holocaust in which hundreds of patients 
"must, inevitably, die. Even normal persons 
could not escape, once a fire started, and it 
is beyond: reason to hope that these mentally 
handicapped ones could be brought to safety. 

Toilet and sanitary provisions are so inade- 

| quate that many inmates must live in con- 
ditions like those of dumb, stalled animals. 
There have ‘been cases of homicide, when one 
patient has used teeth and bare hands to tear 
and crush the. life from another. Yet, so badly 
overcrowded is the hospital, that it is impos- 
sible to segregate dangerous patients from one 
another. 

Chairman Lucas is a conservative business- 

. man, and he deals with facts, not theories. Any 
. statement from him must be accepted as the 
truth, without exaggeration. His letter to the 
- Governor is the result of personal investiga- 
‘tion, backed by unimpeachable reports. 

The indictment of Georgia is brought not-by 
outsiders, but by a respected citizen of the 

. state. The evidence is at Milledgeville for all 
‘who wish to see. 

The same story has been told, year after 
year, by The Constitution. Appeals for action 
have been made, with scant result, to former 
legislatures. In past years the excuse, though 
never adequate, has been lack of funds. That 
excuse must be made no longer. 

Regardless of every other issue before the 
legislature and the officials of the people, the 
situation at Milledgeville must be remedied 
without delay. Otherwise the state stands, self- 
convicted, permitting a condition of barbarism 
comparable to the inhumanity of the Middle 
Ages, when the mentally afflicted were pub- 
licly tortured and tossed into dungeons to die. 

Today Georgia's own unfortunates are in 
little better plight. 

The situation has been laid bare: Every day 
it remains unremedied, is an added day of peril 
to the wards of the state in the hospital. 

Some day, if present conditions continue, a 
story So frightful, so shocking, will come out 
of Milledgeville to stun the world with horror. 
It will be a story of collapsing buildings or of 
the screams of hundreds of patients as they die 
on a pyre created by the neglect of their own 
state. 

The conditions have been laid bare. It is 
up to the legislature, the Governor and the 
state to end those conditions, as quickly as 
physical limitations permit. Each hour of de- 
lay is an hour of criminal heartlessness upon 
the consciences of those responsible.

THE BLINDING, SMOTHERING PALL 

That there is a real threat to Atlanta’s 
supremacy as an air center of the southeast in 
the frequent pall of heavy smoke and fog that 


hangs over the city and its environs, will not 


be doubted by anyone who has neared Candler 
Field in a plane while its pilot gingerly feels 
his way along the radio beacon through the 
low visibility atmosphere. 

Spencer W. Boyd, chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce engineering council, points out 
that this condition is rapidly becoming worse. 
The smoke nuisance in Atlanta is more serious 
than in other cities, almost without exception. 
Even the notoriously smoky Pittsburgh has no 
blanket of soot and fog worse than that which 
shrouds this city on so many days. 

Smoke inevitably keeps the “ceiling’’ of air 
visibility low. It adds weight to the atmos- 
phere and, whenever a slight fog comes, the 
soot-laden air is pressed down onto the city in 
blinding haze. 

That unnecessary smoke is costing Atlan- 
tans millions of dollars annually is self-evident. 
It is estimated that every unnecessarily smoky 
chimney, whether it be on big industrial plant 
or private home, burns from 10 to 25 per cent 
more fuel than it should. The wasted heat 
goes up the chimneys in the form of smoke. 

In addition to this direct loss, there is a 
steady deterioration of buildings, coated with 
smoke-caused scum.. And the injury to public 
health exacts a steady toll in sickness, lack of 
vitality and, in some cases, too early death. 

Now there is added to these losses the crip- 
pling of the city’s airport facilities and the 
very real danger that, unless the condition is 
remedied, it may forever ruin Atlanta’s oppor- 
tunity for expansion as an aviation center. 

Definite progress toward the elimination of 
all unnecessary smoke has been made in At- 
lanta during recent years. For the future wel- 


_fare of the city, this work should be speeded 


up until the smoke nuisance has been brought 
to the lowest possible minimum. 


A WISE PROVISION 

The action of the house in voting to give 
President Roosevelt authority to reduce or 
eliminate entirely any appropriation made by 
congress is wise. The senate should make the 
proposal effective by likewise voting for the 
provision. 

Under the present law the presidential 
power of veto can be exercised only over an 
entire bill. Individual items contained in that 
bill cannot be disapproved separately. Thus it 
is not unusual for an unwise or unreasonably 
large appropriation to go through simply be- 
cause more important matters are included in 
the same bill. 

The President may be safely entrusted with 
this extension of his authority. Particularly at 
this time, when it is so essential to the future 
of the entire nation that the utmost possible 
economy be practiced in federal expenditures 
and when there is a nation-wide desire for an 
early balancing of the budget, it will mean 
much for the presidential blue pencil to be set 
free to revjse, where necessary and desirable, 
the individual appropriations passed by con- 
gress. 5 

By the very nature of his office the Presi- 
dent is less susceptible to outside pressure from 
interested groups than is congress. The pull 
of the pork barrel, so strong on representatives 
who have to seek re-election by localized con- 
stituencies, does not affect the President. 

There will be no danger of really desirable 
appropriations suffering by reason of this in- 
creased White House authority. The firm 
stand of President Roosevelt for economy, his 
reiterated appeals for reduction of national ex- 
penditures and his evident earnest desire to 
bring outgo within income, makes certain that 
he will effect definite economies if granted this 
extended authority. 


SOUTHERN AGRICULTURE MEETING 

Agricultural leaders from all over the south 
will gather in Atlanta early in February for 
the annual convention of the Association of 
Southern Agricultural Workers. National ex- 
perts on’ farm practices and problems and on 
rural sociology will address the various sec- 
tions of the convention, as well as those meet- 
ings at which all branches will be present. 

There is no organized group in the south 
today which is performing more definitely 
constructive work than this association. It is 
solving, one by one, the many problems which 
must be solved if agriculture, the basis of all 
southern progress, is to be lifted from its 
present position as the economic underdog of 
the nation and placed on a parity with industry 
and business. 

The complicated problems of farm income 
and earning power are so invoWed that it is 
only by long, tireless and persistent effort that 
the skein of rural life can hope to be un- 
tangled. There is scarcely a division of human 
activity which does not enter the picture. 
Financial, sociological, crop, educational and 
physical phases comprise but a few of the*an- 
gles to the greater problem. 

It will be through the men who form the 
membership of the association that thé greater 
part of these problems are eventually solved. 
For they are the men who attack the root of 
the difficulty by: helping the farmer to im- 
prove his own condition through the applica- 
tion of a greater knowledge to the affairs of 
his living and his life.

GUARANTEED WAGES 
(From the Birmingham Age-Herald.) 

Henry L. Nunn, president of a large shoe man- 
ufacturing company, is more than pleased with 
his experiments in labor relationships. Mr. Nunn 
has placed the workers in his shoe factory on a 
guaranteed 52 weeks’ salary schedule, based on 
estimated and actual income for the factory. 

In a nutshell, the Nunn system is simply this: 
Instead of paying workers by the hour, or by their 
production records, the shoe company bases its 


guaranteed 52 weekly checks of equal amount. 
During busy. seasons the workers, of course, 
must stay at their benches longer hours than dur- 
ing slack seasons. If employes work two days 
a week they receive just as much pay as they

Signs multiply that the admin- 
istration is becoming increasingly 
critical of the way the press re- 
ports Washington affairs. Recent- 
ly the President charged the press 
with fostering a fear psychology, 
and Secretary Ickes, in a radio 
speech on December 30, continued 
the critical theme by intimating 
that “newspapers and commenta- 
tors” stood in the way of better 
co-operation between business 
and government. 

Most people would agree that 
the best judges of fairness in 
handling news are the. readers 
themselves. Through its far-flung 
organization of field reporters the 
Institute has taken the question to 
newspaper readers all over the 
country—to city dwellers, many of 
whom have the opportunity to 
read only Republican papers; to 
farmers who read country week- 
lies; to newspaper readers of all 
incomes and all political affilia- 
tions. 

Seventy-three out of every hun- 
dred newspaper readers inter- 
viewed say that the papers they 
read are fair to the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. Twenty-seven out of 
every hundred say that their pa- 
pers are not fair to the New Deal. 

This response must be interpret- 
ec as a testimonial to the impar- 
tiality of the handling of political 
news in America, the more strik- 
ing because a majority of. United 
States papers lean editorially to 
the Republican side. Last fall 62 
per cent of newspaper readers told 
the Institute that the papers they 
read were supporting Landon. 

Considering the Republican 
complexion of the press, it is not 
surprising to find that more Re- 
publicans than. Democrats think 
the papers they read are fair to 
the Roosevelt administration. For 
the country as a whole, 85 out 
of every 100 Republicans believe 
the press is fair to the New Deal 
and 65 out of every 100 Demo- 
crats feel the same way about it. 

Among Democrats, belief in the 
political fairness of the press is 
highest in the south, where the 
papers are virtually all Demo- 
cratic, and in the east. The vote 
of confidence among Democrats is 
somewhat lower in the middle 
west and on the Pacific coast. But 
even in these sections, one-half of

ELEVEN MILLION 
NEARER THAN EIGHT 


As of late November, the best 
estimate of the number of unem- 
ployed persons is 10,870,000, the 
maximum figure reported in the 
recent unemployment census, In 
-his report to the President, John 
D. Biggers, director of the unem- 
ployment census, stated that 7,822,- 
912 persons had filled out unem- 
ployment cards declaring that they 
were out of work. But studies by 
the Institute showed that only 74 
per cent of the people who re- 
garded themselves as jobless took 
the trouble to tell Uncle Sam 
about it. This figure was subse- 
quently verified by special studies 
undertaken by Mr. Biggers, in 
which the government found that 
only 72 per cent of the unemploy- 
ed reported their plight. 

The failure of a large proportion 
of the jobless to send in unem- 
ployment report cards means that 
the figure resulting from the vol- 
untary census should be discard- 
ed in favor of the more realistic 
estimate made in the samplin 
check-up. .

Whatever its performances—and 
they are covered with oathbound 
secrecy—the Ku Klux Klan was 
a modern revival of an old-time 
lynching and flogging organization, 
and its purpose was to terrorize, 
boycott and. otherwise intimidate 
three spécial groups of citizens 
and such other individuals as in- 
curred its disapproval. 


It was condemned by all persons 
of liberal mind as an un-American 
institution, with the essential gears 
of an underworld racket, and it 
finally disintegrated, not because 
of any awakening of shame in its 
members, but because the field 
had been completely sold. Every- 
body who was qualified by men- 
tality, character, race and religion 
to belong to the Ku Klux Klan had 
been taken in, and still the vast 
majority of the citizens were 
“aliens” in the Ku Klux jargon, 
and the volume of their contempt 
was sufficient to break it up.

German fanatic in the greasy rain- 
coat once tried to establish rela- 
tions with it as the American 
equivalent of Naziism but decided 
the Klux was too juvenile and 
gave up. The Nazis held and now 
insist more aggressively than 
ever that to be a blond, blue-eyed 
German with a belief in Adolf 
Hitler is to partake of the deity of 
the German God and thus to be 
God one’s self. This man eventu- 
ally caused some embarrassment 
between Germany and Italy. For 
the Italians think that although 
they are not God Himself, they are 
His favorite children, and the 
Germans, in their thoughtless 
early enthusiasm, carelessly pro- 
claimed their belief that all peo- 
ples of dark complexion, dark 
eyes and short legs (a description 
which fits many of their present 
Italian allies) contained a touch of 
the tar brush. 

Our Klux used the word *Nor- 
dic” in place of the Nazis’ word, 
“Aryan.” and it was their belief 
that they were. just about the 
right time and the element com- 
missioned by God to represent Him 
in this country.

On the Bible

THE SECOND DEATH. 

Q. What is the second death? 

A..The phrase is found twice 
in the 20th chapter of the Rev- 
elation. In verse 6 it says: 
“Blessed and holy is. he that 
hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion: on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall 
be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thou- 
sand years.” In verse 14 it is 
written that “death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death.” The 
word “hell” here should read 
“hades” as the Revised Version 
renders it. Hell is identical with 
the lake of fire. In verse 15 it 
is declared that whosoever was 
not found written in the book of 
life was “cast into the lake of 
fire.” We see, then, that the 
second death is the awful fate 
awaiting the unsaved. And 
death here does not mean ex- 
tinction or annihilation. It 
means rather an unending ex- 
istence in conscious suffering, 
as is amply shown by Scrip- 
ture,

‘Useot Jute,U.S.F indsNo Substitute 


Officials Unable to Obtain 
Yardage and Strength in 
Cotton Twine. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(4)— |!" 


The Post Office Department will 
continue to use jute twine. 

Testimony before a house ap- 
propriations subcommitte, pub- 
lished today, included a statement 
by Harrison: Parkman, post office 
purchasing agent, that no substi- 
tute had been found for jute. 

Parkman said the department 
advertised for bids on both jute 
and cotton twine, but that it had 
been several years since a bid was 
received for cotton on the entire 
order. 

The cotton bid at that time, he 
said, was 47. per. cent.more than 
the jute bid, whereas under a 1933 
law with reference to foreign 
goods in competition with Ameri- 
can-made goods only a 25 per cent 
differential is allowed. He said 
also it was difficult to get the 
yardage and strength in cotton 
twine. 

“T have had meetings with men 
from the Bureau of Standards <a 
number of times,” he said, “and 
they have even gone to the cotton 
manufacturers and outlined plans 
whereby they thought they could 
make this twine and bring down 
the cost of it and still give us a 
usable material. 

“But they do not seem to have 
gotten anywhere. There is a man 
from the Bureau of Standards in 
my office at least four times a 
month,” 

Parkman gave the committee 
figures showing post office jute 
twine purchases average nearly 
$300,000 a year. 

COAST GUARD FUNDS 
ARE DENIED SAVANNAH 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(2)— 
The house appropriations com- 
mittee rejected today a proposal 
to include in its ‘Treasury bill a 
$200,000 item to build a new coast 
guard station at Tybee island, near 
Savannah, Ga. 

Representative Peterson, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, who told a subcom- 
mittee the Georgia coast was “la- 
mentably lacking” in federal pro- 
tection, said requests were denied 
for this and other stations as a 
part of the administration’s drive 
for economy. 

Peterson said the station was 
needed for protection against 
storms, floods and other disasters 
and “for rescuing persons who 
may be shipwrecked or in other 
maritime distress or ill at sea.” 

The nearest existing station, he 
said, is at St. Simons Island, 75 
miles away. The Tybee station 
was authorized last year.

Congress received a description 
of World War “nava* engage- 
ments” off the North Carolina 
coast in support of a plea for a 
new coast guard air base at Eliza- 
beth City, N. C.

“Mr. Lucas was correct in say- 
ing conditions at the Milledgeville 
state hospital are deplorable, and 
something must be done about 
them,” the Governor said. 

Senator Howard Ennis, of Bald- 
win county, in which the asylum 
is located, told the senate yester- 
day that the hospital was a dis- 
grace to the state and its people 
and that conditions must be rem- 
edied immediately to avoid a dis- 
aster which would bring national 
disgrace to Georgia. | 

Confers With Governor. 

He conferred yesterday after- 
noon with the Governor on efforts 
to provide more money for the 
eleemosynary institution which 
houses more than 6,000 insane per- 
sons. 

He warned that a fire might 
burn 5,000 of the inmates to death 
or that disease might sweep 
through the asylum because of the 
unsanitary conditions and because 
of overcrowding. 

Governor Rivers pointed out 
that $319,000 of the debt left on 
the asylum by the previous ad- 
ministration had been paid off by 
the Rivers administration, but 
that about $129,000 remained to 
be paid.

Between the early history of 
printing and the development of 
rayon, man’s newest textile, there’s 
an interesting parallel. 


When Johann Gutenberg, in the first 
half af .the fifteenth century, .began to 
produce books by means of movable 
types, he sought to make his pages in- 
distinguishable from the laboriously hand- 
written manuscript. He cut his punches 
to ,produce types that resembled the 
scribe’s letters as closely as _ possible. 
When printing spread to southern Eu- 


} Pope, where they used a -different: style 


of script, the type faces first cut were 
correspondingly different from the black 


the lighter, more open southern script. 

Yet no one today would régard print- 
ing as a cheap substitute for hand writ- 
ing. 


When rayon was first produced, some

of offering it as a substitute for silk.

Now that erroneous conception is losing 
its hold, and rayon is coming into its 
deserved position as a fiber in its own 
right—not only with its own virtues, 
but lacking several of the limitations of 
the other basic fibers—wool, cotton, silk 
and linen.

ICC Sets March 28 tor Hearing 
Of Southern Rail Rate Complaints

couched in similar cryptic lan- 
language. 
Robert Not Worried. 


Informed of the ICC announce- 
ment, Lawrence Wood Robert Jr., 
of Atlanta and Washington, former 
assistant secretary of the treasury 
and present executive director of 
the sutheastern governors’ con- 
ference, declared in a statement 
issued through his offices here that 
the intervention of the New Eng- 
land governors will not lessen the 
determination of the southeastern 
states to vigorously prosecute the 
fight for elimination of discrimi- 
nating freight rates. 

“The action of the six New 
England governors in intervening 
in the rail freight case of the 
southeastern governors’ confer- 
ence,” he said, “will not deter the 
conference in the vigorous prose- 
cution of its fight for the elimina- 
tion of long-standing freight rate 
differentials. 


“Intervention of the New Eng- 
land governors was not unexpect- 
ed. The southeastern states wel- 
come their participation in the 
case. ‘The formal hearings set by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will provide a proper stage 
for. considering the complaint of 
southeastern shippers, whose oOi.ly 
request is that rail freight tariffs 
in their section be placed on a 
parity with those in other sections 
of the country. We are asking no 
unfair advantage; all we are seek- 
ing is equal treatment.” 


Governors Discuss Plans. 

Only last week the southeastern 
governors’ conference, at an or- 
ganization meeting in Washington, 
discussed plans for advancing the 
actions initiated in the rate fight, 
electing Governor Bibb Graves, of 
Alabama, chairman, and Governor 
E. D. Rivers, of Georgia, vice 
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chairman of the conference. As 
executive director of the confer- 
ence it will be the function of 
Robert, a nationally known in- 
dustrial engineer, to co-ordinate 
the various moves aimed at cor- 
recting the rate discriminations 
complained of. 

How extensive the hearings set 


While the official title of the 
action set for the March 28 hear- 
ing is State of Alabama vs. New 
York Central Railroad, some 149 
other rail carriers have been 
named as defendants in the pro- 
ceedings, giving an idea of the 
magnitude of the. case. 

It is the purpose of the south- 
eastern governors to attack not 
only class and commodity rates as 
they now exist in the states af- 
fected, but the entire territorial 
freight rate structure of the coun- 
try which many leading econo- 
mists have condemned as having 
no justifiable basis. The main ob- 
jective, however, will be to break 
down the system of rates which 
require southeastern shippers and 
manufacturers to pay more for 
moving their goods to eastern 
consuming centers than it does for 
eastern shippers to transport sim- 
ilar products to the south. 

Although numerous efforts have 
been made in the past to correct 
the situation, the move launched 
by the southeastern governors 
marks the first concerted attack 
that has been made on the prob- 
lem by the several states in the 
region. 

Rivers Starts Action. | 

It was Governor Rivers, of 
Georgia, who paved the way for 
the present ICC action by call- 
ing a conference of the southeast- 
ern governors in Washington at 
the beginning of Lis admisistrae 
tion last year and drafting a pro- 
gram for prosecution of the south- 
eastern rate fight. 

“The nine southeastern «states 
joining in the fighi through their 
governors and public service com- 
missions are Georgia, Alabama, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky.

Long Cooking for All Cuts of Pork 


By RUTH CHAMBERS. 


Whatever. the season, there are 


pork dishes which fit well into the 
menu. All cuts of pork are tender 
and the’ meat is of fine flavor, 
whether fresh or cured. 

Although the meat is tender, 
long slow cooking is recommended 
to bring out its full flavor, and 
pork should always be cooked to 
the well-done stage. The larger 
cuts, loin, shoulder and ham, are 
excellent for roasting. They should 
be roasted in a slow oven (300- 
350 degrees F:) in an uncovered 
pan, with no. water added. 

For pork chops, steaks and ten- 
derloin, braising is better than 
brailing. Pork chops are very good 
when cooked with ‘6thér food in 
a casserole. This method of cook- 
ing is best for the meat, bringing 
out its rich flavor, and the fla- 
vor is thus imparted to the food 
with which it is cooked. 

Roast Frenched Loin of Pork. 

Have the rib ends of the pork 
loin frenched at the market; that 
is, have the meat removed -from 
the ends of the rib bones. Season 
the loin with salt and pepper and 
place it in an open roasting pan 
with the unprotected rib ends 
down. Insert a roast-meat ther- 
mometer into the fleshiest part of 
the meat, taking’ care that the bulb 
does not rest on either fat or bone. 
Place the roast in a medium oven 
(300-350 degrees F.) and roast un- 
til done, without covering and 
without adding any water. When 
the roast-meat thermometer reg- 
isters 185 degrees F., the meat will 
be done. Allow about 30 minutes 
per pound for roasting. Remove 
the loin to a hot platter, decorate 
the rib ends with paper frills and 
garnish the platter with green 
pepper cases filled with piccalilli 
and parsley. Make a gravy from 
part of the drippings and season 
it with sage.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—How 
would a cabinet hostess go about 
interviewing a cabinet hostess? 

his was the question put to. 
Mrs, Claude A. Swanson, petite, 
vivacious and blue-eyed wife of 
the secretary of the navy, as she 
sat in her famous drawing room 
in her home on R street early on 
a winter evening. 


Hair that once was of spun gold 
showed white beneath her smart 
little black hat. Her dress was of 
black, shot with thread of gold, 
and a silver fox scarf was thrown 
across her shoulders. Her gay rep- 
artee and frank observations Were 
of that same sparkling variety that 
have made her the life of many a 
drawing room. 

By way of explanation, it might 
be said that the question had been 
put to Mrs. Swanson because she 
seemed to have more than ade- 
quate background for answering 
it. In the first place, she knew 


the hostess angle backward and 


forward, having been the wife of 
a public figure for nearly a dec- 
ade and a half, for Mr. Swanson 
was a member of the United States 
senate at the time of their mar- 
riage. In the second place, she 
Was an associate member of the 

spaper Women’s, Club of 
Washington and had shown an 
avid interest in the work of the

Se who better could answer 
such a question? 

“Interviewing a cabinet. wom- 
ary is a difficult task,” said Mrs. 
Swanson. 

And this is why? She explain- 
ed how delicate it is for a cabi- 
net wife to express herself for 
publication on any of the vital na- 
tional and international problems 
of the day.

Life itself—child life—is one of 
Mrs. Swanson’s favorite subjects, 
the one nearest her heart. Her 
“charity love,” as she puts it, hap- 
pens to be children’s hospital, and, 
as she talked of the little tots 
who there are being given a new 
start, her face lighted and her en- 
thusiasm mounted. She told of 
the work of the institution, the 
new equipment being installed, 
plans for the future, 

It is not alone because she loves 
them so dearly that Mrs. Swanson 
is devoting herself to the cause of 
children.

Duck Hunters Would Be Crazy . 
In Copenhagen This Winter 


ELSINORE, Denmark.—(By Mail to-U. S.)—*‘‘There was 
a.man here,” said Mr. Gert Holm, who is the finest publicity 
man a town ever had, “who succeeded in seeing the ghost of 
Hamlet’s father. 

“It is a bit painful,’ he said, “but it can be arranged. I can 
almost guarantee a man will see the ghost at Kronborg castle.”’ 

Mr. Holm, who has been decorated by four governments in 
various sections of the world, is head of the municipal tourist 
bureau at Elsinore, which was made famous by Mr. William 
Shakespeare, a playright of no mean repute. He is the best man 
for the job in all Europe. And he makes, | think, the best beet 
and herring salad in the world. 

But that is another story. He was talking of the Hamlet 
ghost. 

“How does a man get to see this ghost?” | 

“Well,” said Mr. Holm, “the gentleman who saw it 
had a defiriite formulae. He started out with snaps.” 

Now, the Danish snaps is a white liquid flavored with cara- 
way seed. Those who have tried it say that it has a kick which 
makes the Georgia white mule taste and act like a weak and 
spavined donkey and no mule at all. 

‘“‘He started with snaps,”’ said Mr. Holm, “and then 
he began to mix his snaps with the stout which is made 
here. It was after the third day,” said Mr. Holm, ‘“‘that 
he began to see the Hamlet ghost. The man was from. 
Canada and when they called me in he had not only seen 
the ghost but the ghost was in his room sitting in a 
chair.”’ 

“You mean you saw the ghost?” 

“Oh, not,” said Mr. Holm hastily, “I did not see the 
ghost. But when I got there the man was having a con- 
versation with the ghost, which he said was sitting in a 
chair close to the bed. So,” concluded Mr. Holm, “I 
think I can arrange the ghost.” 

It sounded a bit strenuous and so the ghost was rubbed out 
of consideration. 

Despite the fact that 99 out of 100 visitors would not know 
the difference, Mr. Holm strictly forbids any enterprising busi- 
nessman from putting up a grave of Hamlet. The Hamlet of 
whom Shakespeare wrote lived about 900 years before the time 
of the Shakespeare play and his home was in Jutland, another 
section of the country. 

In the winter, the ajr is exactly as Mr. Shakespeare had it 
in scene four of the first act: 

Hamlet—‘“The air bites shrewdly; it is very cold.” 

Horatio—‘“‘It is a nipping and an eager air.”’ 

And so it is. Especially if the thermometer be below zero 
and one is standing on one of the old battlements looking out 
toward Sweden. 


THE HARDY ENGLISH. 


There was a bit of football, rugged football, going on at the 
international school when there was no snow on the field. But 
the Danes really had given up football for the winter. 


Not so in England, where it is even more miserably 
cold than in Denmark. The English, unlike the Danes, 

do not believe in central heating. They have, on occa- 

sion, and have had consistently this winter, even more 

snow and ice and sleet than Denmark. Yet the English 

go right on with their football and their racing. In the 

Times of this week, a reporter at the race track was re- 

gretting the fact the weather was so bad because of fog 

that the horses could not be seen except at the start and 
finish of the race. 

The Danes stick to their indoor sports, such as boxing, swim- 
ming and bicycle racing. They have just concluded a six-day 
race and almost every Sunday night there is a six-hour race. 
They eat sausage, or hot dogs, and drink beer and cheer the 
riders. 


THE BIKE RIDERS. 


[ think. I have written before there are 850,000 people reg- 
istered in Copenhagen and that 400,000 bicycles also are reg- 
istered. 

The Danes—all of them—ride bikes. It is nothing at all to 
see a gentleman in a top hat, his beard neatly trimmed, and. the 
taiis of his dress clothes tucked up under his overcoat, pumping 
his bike along the street. Grandmothers in old clothes, grand- 


mothers in fur coats; young girls, pretty girls, ugly girls, old | 


men and young—they <1 ride bikgs. 

Every street has a path on their side for the bike 
traffic. It gives the Danes a wiry physique and a lot of 
old-fashioned health. And it makes bike racing a favorite 
sport. 


There are all sorts of bikes. There are bikes with 
seats as large as those in a dining-room chair. Some of 
them have little back rests to them. There are bikes 
with large delivery vans in front. There are tandem 
bikes. It is nothing to see a family of three—mother, 
father and one child—all on one bike. Babies are placed 
in baskets and wheeled all over the city. 


There are thousands of bikes on the streets at all hours. 
From 5 o'clock in the afternoon until 6, there are an unbe- 
lievable number of them whirling along. There will be three 
or four kundred back up at each stop light. 
sight to see them. 

And one of the worst crimes in Denmark is riding a bike 
without a light. 


LO, THE POOR DUCK HUNTER. 
The duck hunter would go crazy in Copenhagen this winter. 
There are dozens of parks in the city and each one has its 
lake. And on each lake there are hundreds and hundreds of 
Mallard ducks, 


They have learned that Copenhagen protects them 
and each winter they arrive by the thousands, distribut- 
ing themselves on the lakes in the various parks. Some 
of them stay the rest of their lives, because people and 
the park attendants feed them daily. 

The curious thing is to see how the sea gulls have learned. 
It is a bit rare to see gulls on land except on some rocky point | 
in the sea. But here they swarm in the parks, walking around | 
with the ducks and the pigeons. In one small lake today | 
counted 500 Mallards and about that many gulls. And there 
were walking around on the grass about the same number.

For the Year Ahead. 


I asked Willie Hunter to give 
some advice to the average golfer 
for the year ahead. 

I saw Willie Hunter win the 
British amateur at Hoylake in 
1921 by one of the largest mar- 
gins ever known—12 and 11. I 
saw him beat Bobby Jones at St. 
Louis a year later. Hunter is one 
of the best instructors in golf to- 
day—and still a fine player when 
he has the chance to play. 

“This isn’t an easy job you’ye 
given me,” Willie said. “But cer- 
tainly this is the time to start in 
the general direction of a better 
year. Golf isn’t an easy game, 
but it isn’t nearly so hard as most 
golfers make it. To begin with, 
most of them overlook the mental

side. Most golfers think ahead 
of the stroke. They are interested | 
only in hitting the ball. They are) 
interested only in results—not in 
what causes the right result. They 
think in terms of the downswing— 
not the backswing. Yet there must 
be a'correct backswing before you 
‘have a good downswing.” 


Important Details. 


“What do you consider the most 
important things to think about?” 
I asked Hunter. 

“First of all,” he said, “is to 
feel comfortable on the tee—or 
through the fairway. Don’t tie 
into knots. Tension is 
the greatest curse in golf. Trying 
to steer the ball is another deadly 
fault. Just forget the trouble 
ahead and play your shot. The av- 
erage golfer. locks himself—feet, 
legs, body and arms—hands and 
wrists. He doesn’t let his body 
turn enough. 

“T still recall George Duncan’s 
advice of nearly 20 years ago— 
‘Don’t leave the left shoulder be- 
hind.’ George might have said, 
‘Don’t leave the left side behind.’ 
The left side must turn on the 
backswing—I mean ieft ankle, left 
knee, left hip and left shoulder— 
to be in position to finish the 
backswing and then start the 


downswing. 

“You’d be surprised,” Willie 
said, “how few average golfers 
even finish the backswing before 
they start the downswing. This 
is because they are still thinking 
in terms of the downswing—of 
hitting the ball. It is quite ob- 
vious that you must be righ* at 
the finish of the backswing be- 
fore you start the other. So why

REORGANIZATION 


Anyone May Make Sug- 
gestions; Players Back 
| Wynne. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Jan. 13.—%) 
Complete reorganization of the 
University of Kentucky athletic 
department was recommended to- 
night in a statement issued by the 


university athletic council through 
Dr. W. D. Funkhouser, chairman. 

The council authorized appoin‘- 
ment of a five-man committee to 
study details of reorganization. 

“It is the belief of the council,” 
Dr. Funkhouser’s statement said, 
“that the entire athletic depart- 
ment should be reorganized, in- 
cluding council, coaches and all 
concerned,” 

“Furthermore,” the statement 
continued, “everyone who has a 
suggestion to make as to how the 
reorganization should be effected 
is invited to appear before the 
committee and express his views. 
In other words, this is an invita- 
tion to the alumni, fans, players, 
everyone in Kentucky who is in- 
terested in the university’s ath- 
letics, to do his part in the pro- 
posed reorganization.” 

S COMMITTEE. 

Dr. Funkhouser said the com- 
mittee would be composed of Dr. 
Frank L. McVey, president of.the 
school; Dean P. P. Boyd and Pro- 
fessor M. E. Ligon, representing 
the faculty; William Rhodes, of 
Lexington, for the alumni, and Da- 
vid Pettus, Stanford, representing 
the student body. 

The action of the council today 
was not unexpected. Criticism of 
the athletic department of the uni- 
versity has been heard frequently 
since the most disastrous football 
season in several years came to a 
close last December, and the mat- 
ter was brought to a head ear- 
lier in the week when a commit- 
tee of football players, represent- 
ing 70 varsity and freshmen play- 
ers, presented to Dr. McVey a pe- 
tition urging the réinstatement of 
Tom Gorman and Porter Grant, 
who had resigned, as _ assistant 
coaches. 

From this petition grew a sug- 
gestion from the football @layers 
that the athletic department be 
reorganized. 

SIGN RESOLUTION.

Dr. Mary Woolley Speaks on 
World Peace, Lauds 
School’s Founder. 


MOUNT BERRY, Jan. 13.—The 


world has faced four major crises 
—the Napoleonic wars, the Thirty 
Years War, the fall of the Roman 
empire, and the crisis through 
which we are now living—declar- 
ed Dr. Mary Woolley, world peace 
leader and for 36 years president 
of Mount Holyoke College, in an 
address before 1,500 students and 
visitors in Mount Berry chapel 
here today. 

Dr. Woolley’s address marked 
the 36th anniversary of the found- 
ing of Berry Schools and College. 

Paying tribute to the genius of 
Dr. Martha Berry, founder and 
director of the institutions, Dr. 
Woolley said: “I, too, agree with 
those who call this one of the 
modern ‘miracles’.”’ 

Describing the needs of the 
world today, Dr. Woolley said that 
at the close of the World War hos- 
tilities, “one could view what 
might have been accomplished, 
what has been and what must be 
accomplished.” 

“The cynics and the hard-to- 
convince persons say there always 
has been war,” she continued, “and 
they say those opposing the forces 
of greed and national selfishness 
are idealists. There have been 
many failures of conferences, and 
many more must fail, but there is 
real hope in having at least tried 
to confer, in getting the idea start- 
ed that peaceful means may end 
a dispute.”

RAISE PAPER PRICES 


National Survey Survey Shows Up- 
ward Trend Over the 


Nation. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—(#)—In 
every section of the country ad- 
vancing production costs have 
pushed up the prices which mil- 
lions\of readers pay for their daily 
newspapers, 

This was disclosed today in a 
national survey which showed the 
upward movement had been mani- 
fested in every area—southwest, 
midwest, east, south and far west. 

In some cases, price increases 
were announced toward the close 
of 1937, while in others they were 
not put into effect until after the 
begining of the new year. 

180 Increase Rates. 

More than 180 newspapers— 
from California to Rhode Island, 
from Maine to Florida—were 
shown to have put up their prices, 
some in all categories such as 
home delivery, mail delivery and 
street sales. 

The far west led all regions in 
the total number of newspapers 
advancing their prices—60. The 
midwest reported 43, the east 42, 
the south 28 and the southwest 14. 

As to states, California with 31 
reported and Pennsylvania with 25 
—and-others in prospect—were at 
the top of the list. 


Nowhere was the increase sharp 
—one or two cents a day, with 
monthly rates being advanced less 
than proportionately, being wide- 
ly reported. 

Typical Expression. 


An expression fairly typical 
came from the Washington Star, 
which raised its price from 2 cents 
to 3 cents per copy. 

It was necessary, said the Star, 
“in order to cover in part the fur- 
ther. heavy increase in the price 
of print paper.” 

The Hannibal (Missouri) Cour- 
ier-Post said it was a case of 
“increasing costs of everything” 
that goes into the publication of a 
paper. 

The costs of materials, said the 
Boston American, “have soared.” 

In some instances, new features 
were inaugurated along with price

Clerk Defrauds)|Nf 
U.S. of $84,000 


InCCC Forgeries 


| WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(P)— 
Amazed senators heard today that 


‘|a clever Interior Department clerk 


who set up a “dummy” CCC camp 
defrauded the government out of 
about $84,000 through voucher 
forgeries and escaped detection al- 
most four years. 

Three department investigators 
told the committee how Reno 
Stitely, 29, former $2,300 a year 
voucher room chief in the nation- 
al park service, executed a three- 
year series of forgeries and used 
the money he obtained to pay off 
a $6,000 note on his residence, 
purchase an expensive automobile, 
gamble on sports events, specu- 
late in the stock market and spend 
lavishly to entertain friends. 

Shifted Operations. 

One of the investigators said 
Stitely, who pleaded guilty recent- 
ly in district court here to nine 
counts of a forgery indictment, 
“might sti be getting away with 
it” if he hadn’t shifted the scene 
of his operations from one depart- 
ment to another. 

Details of the case were unfold- 
ed to the committee while it was 
considering the President’s nomi- 
nation of E. K. Burlew to succeed 
the late T. A. Walters as first as- 
sistant Interior Department secre- 
tary. 

Witnesses said Stitely began in 
August, 1933, to forge vouchers on 
a “dummy” camp he “established” 
in the Shenandoah National Park | 
in. Virginia, collecting them 
through the War Department dis- 
bursement office, cashing them or 
depositing them to his account at 


banks and then destroying copies 
that, in regular procedure, would 
have been filed with park service 
records, 


Escaped Detection. 


While senators expressed 
amazement that Stitely was able 
to continue his operations through 
March, 1937, and expand them to 
include “padding” the pay roll of 
a CCC camp that actually existed 
and forging vouchers on the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, the inves- 
tigators explained Stitely escaped 
detection because: 

He had easy access to voucher 
forms; he Knew the departments 
were “months behind” in posting 
their voucher records; he destroy- 
ed the copies that might have led 
to exposure. 

Cecil G. Miles said the depart- 
ments are “more careful now.” 


LENDABLE MONEY 
RISES TO $1,390,000,000 


Reserve Reports Highest To- 
tal Since Last May. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—()— 
The lendable money for excess re- 
serves in the nation’s banks rose 
last week to the highest total since 
May 1, 1937, the Federal Reserve 
Board announced today. — 

Due primarily to the continued 
return flow of Christmas shopping 
money to the. banks, excess -re- 
serves increased $120,000,000 to 
$1,390,000,000. This approached the 
level of excess reserves held by 
the banks before last May 1 when 
the Federal Reserve Board forced 
a reduction by increasing reserve 
requirements. 

During the week ended January 
12, money in circulation increased 
$115, 000,600 to $6,395,000,000. 

There was no net cheange in the

‘NEW DEAL POLICES. 


Administration Aasmeill of. 
Destroying Confidence by 
Committee Witness. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(P)— 
William J. Kelly, president of the 
Machinery and Allied Products 
Institute, arraigned a whole series 
of New Deal enactments today as 
the principal obstacles to the 
restoration of prosperity. 

Their total effect, combined 
with policies which now seem to 
be in mind, has been to destroy 
the confidence of business, retard 
investment, and prevent the op- 
eration of “an open and free-flow- 
ing capital market,” he said. He 
was a witness before the senate 
unemployment committee; 

As an essential measure to end 
the recession, he testified, it must 
be made “clear to the country that 
national economic planning is not 
and will not become an accepted 
policy of the federal government.” 

Kelly was one of four witnesses 
to tell the committee today of the 
extent of the recession or make 
suggestions for meeting its emer- 
gencies. 

For the retail goods industry, 
Louis F. Kirstein, Boston mer- 
chant, called for “a cessation of 
witch-burning on the part of busi- 
| hess groups as well as on the part 
of government officials.” 

Representing the National Or- 
ganization of Community Chests, 
Charles P, Taft, of Cincinnati, a 
son of the former President and 
chief justice, proposed a unified 
| program for the administration of 
relief through federal contribu- 
tions to the states, to be matched 
by state and municipal funds. He 


advocated more home rule in the 
administration of relief.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt and congress 
today rushed towards completion

1. Assistant Secretary of Navy 
Charles Edison discussed the pro- 
gram with Mr. Roosevelt and sub- 
mitted results of an investigation 
indicating private firms are not 
asking unreasonable prices 
steel for warships, aircraft and 
guns. 

Leahy, Hull Confer. 

2. Admiral William D. Leahy, 
chief of naval operations, talked 
over the defense plan with Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull and 
conferred for more than an hour 
with experts of the State Depart- 
ment’s Far Eastern division. 

3. Representative Edward Tay- 
lor, Democrat, Colorado, chair- 
man of the house appropriations 
committee, announced the 1939 
naval appropriation bill will be 
ready for the house next week. He 
said additional funds for the Navy 
Department, which President 
Roosevelt will ask in a _ special 
message, would be rushed through 
as rapidly as possible. 

4. The senate military affairs 
committee named a subcommittee 
to start immediate investigation of 
sources of supply of strategic min- 
erals necessary for national de- 
fense. 

Courtesy Call. 


These developments, reflecting 
administration determination to be 
prepared for any eventuality, came 
with official announcement that 
three of four American warships 
now en route to Sydney, Austra- 
lia, will pay a courtesy call at 
Great Britain’s Singapore—world’s 
most powerful naval base—before 
returning to home waters. 

Edison, after luncheon with the 
President, said the steel company 
investigation, conducted through 
the co-operation of “friendly” 
firms, revealed the government ac- 
tually is paying less for steel than 
other buyers. He said he favored 
expanding the naval building pro- 
gram to include both warships and 
auxiliary craft, but added that 
ships in the latter category are in 
the greatest need of reinforcement. 

Admiral Leahy stressed the need 
for construction of additional 
fighting ships above existing treaty 
limits. He indicated the adminis- 
tration might attempt to obtain 
congressional revision of the Vin- 
son-Trammell act, which author- 
izes construction of a “treaty 
navy” by 1942. 

Building Program Considered. 

Both Edison and Leahy § said 
they anticipated no difficulty in 
obtaining sufficient steel and other 
construction material for whatever 
building program is decided upon. 
It was understood that construc- 
tion of additional light cruisers, 
airplane carriers, destroyers’ and 
submarines was under considerh- 
tion, in addition to a huge aircraft 
building program.

NOYES 10 RETIRE 
AS A. P. CHIEFTAIN 


Was President of Newsgath- 
ering Group for 38 
Years. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—(A)— 
Frank B. Noyes, of Washington, 
announced today his retirement 
from the presidency of the As- 
sociated Press, at the expiration 
of his present term. He has held 
the position through 38 eventful 
years of newspaper history. 

To the board of directors, in 
session here, Mr. Noyes disclosed 
his decision not to accept re-elec- 
tion, under any circumstances, at 
the expiration of his present an- 
nual term in April. After his long 
service, he said, he felt entitled 
to pass on to younger hands a task 
to which he has devoted himself 
since his 30s. On July 7, next, he 
will be 75. 

The board unanimously express- 
ed regret at his withdrawal, which 
means the end of one of the most 
notable tenures in American jour- 
nalism. His present and last term 
of office as president will extend 
through the annual meeting of 
members in April, and his suc- 
cessor will be elected by the board 
immediately thereafter. 

Mr. Noyes. will continue as 
president of the Evening Star at 
Washington. Asked today whether 
he would permit himself to be 
considered for continuing service 
on the board of the Associated 
Press, he said he would leave that 
to the membership at large, which 
will vote for directors at the April 
meeting. 

The Washington publisher has 
been on the board and the execu- 
tive committee of the present As- 
sociated Press and its predecessor 
corporation for 44 years, and his 
direct connection with the press 
association goes back even fur- 
ther. Upon learning of the move- 
ment which started in the west 
he associated himself with a small 
group who set out in 1893 to real- 
ize the ideal of a great co-opera- 
tive association of newspapers, 
representing every creed and 
party, for the exchange of fac- 
tual news on a basis free of par- 
tisan bias and private interest.
